GLENDALE. 

This  beautiful  village  is  fifteen  miles  from  Cincinnati,  on  the  Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railroad,  over  which  the  Erie  and  Monon 
routes  enter  the  city.  This  service,  with  the  electric  cars  running  be- 
tween Fountain  Square  and  Hamilton,  Ohio,  makes  Glendale  a  con- 
venient suburb  of  Cincinnati.  No  school  surpasses  Glendale  College  in 
beauty  of  surroundings,  healthf  ulness  and  accessibility.  Every  condition 
for  health  is  met  in  the  situation,  water,  drainage,  etc.  As  the  home  of 
cultivated  people  there  are  no  deterring  influences  in  the  village  which 
prevent  freedom  in  the  outdoor  life  of  the  students.  Glendale  is  essen- 
tially a  suburban  village  with  no  hotels  or  large  boarding  houses. 

SCHOOL  HOME. 

The  management  is  continually  adding  to  the  comfort  and  pleas- 
antness of  the  buildings.  It  is  recognized  that  environment  is  a  factor 
in  education.  The  grounds  are  large  and  well  shaded,  and  the  build- 
ings ample.  The  purpose  of  the  school  to  be  superior  rather  than  to  be 
great  in  numbers,  keeps  it  home-like,  and  the  students  as  individuals, 
not  merely  as  members  of  classes. 

The  advantage  of  the  nearness  to  Cincinnati  will  be  utilized  in  visits 
to  the  varied  objects  of  interest,  in  attendance  upon  lectures,  concerts, 
operas,  etc.     The  students  share  in  the  expense  of  a  chaperon. 

Permission  to  attend  any  entertainment  in  Cincinnati  must  be  gained 
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from  the  President.  A  selection  from  even  the  excellent  is  necessary 
to  form  correct  habits  of  the  mind  and  scholarly  attainments. 

It  will  be  the  aim  to  provide  a  good  home,  judicious  care,  and  a 
family  life  restricted  only  by  the  regulations  necessary  for  promptness 
and  the  proper  use  of  time  for  study  and  physical  exercises.  Courtesy 
and  mutual  sympathy  between  the  teachers  and  the  pupils  will  be  the 
spirit  of  the  school  discipline.  No  pupil  zvhose  influence  is  contrary  to 
this  spirit  zvill  be  permitted  to  remain  a  member  of  the  school  family. 

In  .the  social  courtesies  exchanged  among  teachers,  the  regular 
classes,  and  the  pupils  generally,  all  correct  forms  are  regarded  and 
taught.  These  social  functions  in  the  residence  are  encouraged  to  give 
grace  and  ease  of  manner. 

The  careful  supervision  of  the  daily  life  of  the  students  in  the 
home  tends  to  make  them  thoughtful,  courteous,  and  well  mannered. 


BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  buildings  are  large,  the  high  ceilings  and  French  windows  give 
light  and  good  ventilation.  The  bed  rooms  have  either  an  east  or  west 
exposure.  The  practice  rooms  are  on  the  floor  above  the  dining  hall, 
the  recitation  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Chapel,  a  room  with  a 
good  seating  capacity  and  well  adapted  for  recitals  and  the  Commence- 
ment exercises.  Although  the  rooms  are  separate,  securing  quiet  and 
freedom  from  the  necessary  din  of  practice  and  the  change  of  classes, 
they  are  connected,  preventing  any  exposure.  The  arrangement  of  the 
buildings  tends  to  good  health,  and  there  is  no  needless  resistance  of 
unnecessary  noise  or  confusion.  Few  private  homes  are  as  quiet  as  the 
residence  in  this  college. 

The  Students  have  a  large  Living  Room  and  "Sans  Souci" — the 
Recreation  Hall  —  set  apart  for  their  exclusive  use.  Every  room  is 
well  lighted.  "The  State  Board  of  Inspection"  reported  the  sanitation 
"  the  best  of  any  institution  visited." 

The  campus  is  attractive  and  well  shaded.  About  twelve  acres  are 
devoted  to  the  garden  and  pasturage  for  the  cows.  There  is  abundant 
space  for  outdoor  amusements  and  provisions  for  them. 

The  equipment  is  ample  and  liberal  to  meet  the  needs  of  every 
course  offered.  Additions  are  continually  made  to  keep  pace  with 
improvements  and  progress. 

The  Faculty,  selected  from  graduates  of  the  best  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, bring  to  their  respective  subjects  great  culture  and  the  most 
approved  modern  methods  of  teaching.  The  teachers  of  History  of 
Art,  Art  and  Music  have  received  their  preparation  in  the  leading 
centers  of  Europe.

LIBRARY  AND  READING  "ROOM. 

The  Alumnae  Library  was  the  gift  of  the  graduates  at  the  Quar- 
ter Century  Commencement,  1879 ;  valuable  additions  are  made  monthly. 
It  is  especially  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  class  room. 

The  Ludlow  D.  Potter  Memorial,  the  gift  of  the  Alumnae  at  the 
Golden  Jubilee,  1904,  adds  a  large  number  of  works  upon  Art  and 
History.     Few  libraries  excel  this  collection  of  Art  books. 

The  Reading  Room  is  liberally  supplied  with  papers,  magazines  and 
reviews. 

A  sub-station  of  the  Cincinnati  Public  Library  renders  that  val- 
uable collection  accessible  to  the  students  from  whom  "library  methods" 
of  investigation  are  required. 

THE  PURPOSE  OF  GLENDALE  COLLEGE. 

It  is  the  aim  of  Glendale  College  to  give  liberal  courses,  thorough 
instruction  in  every  department  by  specialists  trained  for  their  definite 
subjects,  and  a  home,  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  happy. 

A  graduate  may  gain  A.B.  from  the  best  universities  in  two  years. 

The  classes  will  be  kept  within  the  limit  of   individual  attention. 

The  "smaller  college"  is  characterized  by  an  absence  of  nervous 
excitement  attending  life  among  large  numbers,  and  the  positive  gain 
of  a  closer  contact  with  the  teachers,  who  are  chosen  from  those  who 
have  had  broad  advantages,  culture  and  experience. 

The  students  are  frequently  enabled  to  extend  a  subject  beyond  the 
required  amount  and  thereby  gain  larger  information. 

Courses  will  be  arranged  to  meet  special  cases,  as  each  pupil  is 
considered  individually.  A  greater  number  of  classes  becomes  neces- 
sary through  this  plan.    The  purpose  is  not  to  classify,  but  to  educate. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  the  details  of  the  plans  and  methods  in  this 
catalogue,  as  the  individual  is  thoroughly  considered  and  her  especial 
requirements  met.     These  conditions  vary  with  the  passing  years. 

THE  SABBATH. 

Pupils  will  not  make  or  receive  calls  on  the  Sabbath,  except  from 
their  parents  in  the  college  parlors.  No  permissions  will  be  granted  for 
visits  in  the  students'  rooms  upon  this  day.  Parents,  as  well  as  others, 
are  requested  to  regard  our  wishes  and  principles  in  this  respect,  in 
all  cases. 

It  is  essential  for  spiritual  and  physical  development  that  one  day 
in  seven  shall  be  kept  free  from  interruptions  and  the  usual  duties. 

There  are  four  Protestant  Churches  in  the  town  —  Presbyterian, 
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Methodist,  Protestant  Episcopal,  and  the  Swedenborgian;  also  a  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  Boarding  pupils  will  attend  the  Presbyterian  Church 
on  the  Sabbath  unless  parents  request  their  regular  attendance  at  one 
of  the  other  churches. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  in  the  Chapel  at  8  :45  a.m.  each  school 
day.  At  other  times  at  the  close  of  breakfast  or  dinner  in  the  dining 
room.  Regular  attendance  at  some  church  selected  upon  entrance  is 
required  Sabbath  morning. 

The  congregation  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  was  organized 
in  the  College  Chapel,  unite  with  the  College  in  a  Christmas  service 
the  last  Sabbath  before  the  holidays,  in  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges, 
and  in  an  Easter  service. 

The  President  leads  the  vesper  service  Sabbath  evenings. 

The  students  maintain  an  active  Young  Women's  Christian  As- 
sociation, and  are  interested  in  various  charitable  and- philanthropic 
enterprises. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

The  candidate  for  admission  into  the  residence  must  be  at  least 
twelve  years  old.  She  must  give  satisfactory  references  from  the  pas- 
ter of  a  Protestant  church  in  her  home  city  or  town,  a  certificate  from 
the  family  physician  concerning  her  health,  and  a  certificate  from  the 
last  school  attended  concerning  her  scholarship. 

DEPOSITS  OF  MONEY. 

All  spending  money  should  be  deposited  with  the  President.  The 
purpose  of  the  school  will  be  to  teach  business  methods  and  a  careful 
expenditure  of  money.  Parents  or  guardians  are  requested  to  give 
their  daughters  or  wards  a  fixed  allowance.  The  College  can  in  no 
way  be  responsible  for  money  not  deposited  with  the  President.  All 
allowances  should  be  made  in  New  York  drafts  or  P.  O.  orders. 

VACATIONS. 

Whenever  a  sufficient  number  of  students  to  share  the  expenses  of 
a  chaperon  desire  to  spend  the  Christmas  vacation  in  Boston,  New 
York,  Washington,  New  Orleans,  or  other  places  of  interest,  or  the 
summer  in  Europe,  the  President  will  arrange  for  these  trips. 

The  school  wishes  to  help  parents  in  their  plans  for  their  daugh- 
ters' healthful  pleasures,  especially  when  breadth  of  culture  may  be 
gained. 
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COLLEGIATE  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  a  two  years'  course  of  college  work  for  which  full  credit 
may  be  obtained  in  institutions  of  learning  which  confer  degrees.  This 
course  is  not  intended  to  correspond  accurately  with  work  of  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years  of  colleges  and  universities,  but  is  planned 
to  furnish  the  widest  culture  and  broadest  knowledge  possible  in  two 
years.  It  is  planned  also  to  give  an  opportunity  of  specializing  in  cer- 
tain lines.  Art  or  Music  is  counted  as  a  three  hours'  elective;  Harmony 
as  one  hour's  elective ;  Expression  or  Household  Economics  as  a  two 
hours'  elective. 

At  the  end  of  the  Collegiate  Course  a  diploma  is  given. 

Requirements  for  admission  to  this  department  are  the  same  as 
those  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class  of  institutions  that  confer 
degrees  and  must  be  equivalent  to  the  College  Preparatory  Course  of 
Glendale  College. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Mathematics:     Solid  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  College  Algebra. 
Science:  Astronomy,  Botany,  Chemistry   (required). 

Latin:  Junior  —  Livy,  Pliny's  Letters. 

Senior  —  Horace,  Odes  and  Satires ;  Terence,  one  play. 
Greek:  Plato;  Euripides. 

French:  Grammar  (continued)  ;  advanced  composition;  rhetoric, 

literature,  embracing  the   reading   of   representative 
works   of   classical  and  modern  authors;   conversa- 
tion; memorizing  and  sight  reading. 
German:  The  work  required,  the  same  in  quality  and  quantity  as 

outlined  in  the  above  French  course. 
History:  Junior  —  Modern,  embracing  current  events. 

Senior  —  Constitutional. 
Philosophy:        Ethics   (Paulsen),  one  semester. 
Psychology   (James),  one  year. 
Political  Economy,  one  semester. 
Bible:  Junior  —  Pauline  Epistles. 

Senior — Poetic  and  Prophetic  Books. 
History  of  Art:     Architecture  and  Sculpture,  one  year. 
Painting,  one  year. 
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This  course  in  History  of  Art  is  carefully  arranged  as  a  prep- 
aration for  foreign  travel,  to  give  an  intelligent  appreciation  of 
buildings,  pictures  and  sculptures.  The  students  become  familiar 
through  pictures  and  well-selected  reading  with  the  masterpieces 
of  these  three  branches  of  art.  With  this  study  of  Architecture, 
Painting  and  Sculpture  the  students  gain,  also,  an  intelligent  survey 
of  the  history,  religion,  local  customs,  literature  and  biography  of 
the  periods  covered  in  their  reading.  The  College  Library  con- 
tains a  very  fine  collection  of  books  on  art.  The  students  have  the 
advantage  of  visits  to  the  Cincinnati  Art  Museum,  where,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  permanent  collections,  frequent  loan  exhibits  of  valuable 
paintings  offer  rich  opportunities  for  becoming  acquainted  with 
masterpieces. 
English:  Junior  —  Literature  and  themes. 
Senior  —  Literature,  elective. 


ELECTIVE  COURSES  IN  ENGLISH.

(d)  Shakespeare  and  the  drama. 
O)     The  Epic  and  the  Ballad. 

(/)  Old  English  Grammar.  Translation.  Selected  readings :  Beowulf 
and  Cynewulf's  Christ. 

(g)  The  Classics  in  English :  Aristotle,  Homer,  Sophocles,  Aristo- 
phanes, Theocritus,  The  Nibelungenlied,  The  Cid,  Dante, 
Moliere,  The  Beowulf. 

(h)    The  Development  of  the  English  Novel. 

All  candidates  for  the  diploma  will  be  required  to  take  the  full 
numbers  of  hours  as  indicated  in  the  Collegiate  Course  of  Study.  If 
the  required  courses  have  been  taken  elsewhere,  elective  courses  must 
be  selected. 

Throughout  the  courses,  the  papers  required  upon  any  subject  will 
be  considered  as  to:  I.  Subject-matter.  II.  Literary  Style  and  Correct 
Expression.     III.  Spelling.     IV.  Penmanship. 
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SPECIAL  COURSES 


Our  advice  is  that  the  regular  course  for  which  a  diploma  is 
granted  be  completed ;  but  for  those  who  desire  to  specialize  in  certain 
lines,  attractive  courses  are  arranged  in  English  Literature,  History, 
History  of  Art,  and  the  Modern  Languages,  in  connection  with  the 
study  of  Art,  Expression,  Household  Economics,  or  Music.  (Consult 
pages  18-22.) 

In  taking  these  Special  Courses,  however,  it  is  required  that  the 
subjects  shall  follow  in  the  sequence  established  in  the  regular  courses. 


INTERMEDIATE  DEPARTMENT 


This  department,  covering  two  years,  corresponds  in  general  to  the 
two  grades  preceding  High  School.  Its  purpose  is  to  meet  the  needs 
of  those  students  who  have  not  fully  met  the  requirements  for  entrance 
to  High  School,  or  to  make  it  possible  for  students  to  review  subjects 
in  which  they  are  not  strong. 
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COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT 


This  course  is  planned  to  meet  all  requirements  for  entrance  into 
the  Junior  Class  of  Glendale  College  and  into  the  Freshman  Class  of 
any  university  or  woman's  college  that  confers  degrees. 

It  covers  fully  the  ground  recommended  by  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  and  the  Regents'  Board  of  New  York. 

Ordinarily,  this  course  may  be  completed  in  four  years,  but  if  time 
is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Art  of  Music  a  longer  period  is  necessary. 

To  any  student  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  all  the  required 
subjects  of  this  course  a  certificate  is  granted  that  admits  her  to  the 
Junior  Class  of  Glendale  College  and  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  fol- 
lowing colleges  and  universities  :  Vassar  ;  Smith  ;  Wells  ;  Holyoke ;  the 
Western ;  the  universities  of  Cincinnati,  Chicago,  Illinois  and  Indiana. 
Certificate  privileges  to  other  colleges  will  be   gained  when  required. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Geography:     In  addition  to  the  study  by  means  of  the  usual  text-book, 
this  subject  will  be  carried  through  every  year  in  connection  with 
the  study  of  history,  literature,  and  the  lectures  upon  foreign  travel. 
Mathematics:     Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Plane  Geometry.     Constant  prac- 
tice in  the  "originals." 
Science:      Physics,  one  year,  forty  experiments  with  note  book. 
Latin:         First  Year  —  Ritchie's  Steps  in  Latin  (I  and  II)  ;  Kirtland's 
Fabulae. 
Second  Year  —  Miller  and  Beeson's  Second  Year  in  Latin. 
Third    Year  —  Caesar,    Books    I-IV;    Bennett's    Grammar; 

D'Ooge's  Latin  Composition,  Part  I. 
Fourth   Year  —  Cicero ;   Allen  and   Greenough's   Grammar ; 

D'Ooge's  Latin  Composition,  Part  II. 
Fifth  Year—  Vergil's  ^neid,  Books  I-VI ;  D'Ooge's  Com- 
position, Part  III. 
Greek:        Grammar,  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  four  books;  Homer's  Iliad, 

three  books ;  Prose  Composition. 
French:      First  Year  —  Chardenal ;  Conversation;  translation  English 
into  French ;  writing  from  dictation ;  Contes  et  Legendes, 
Guerber;  poems  memorized;  Sym's  French  Reader. 
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Second  Year — Chardenal ;  Conversation;  Prose  Composi- 
tion, Frangois;  Fables,  La  Fontaine  (some  of  them 
memorized)  ;  Le  Petit  Chose,  Daudet;  writing  from  dic- 
tation; Pierre  et  Camille,  Musset;  La  Neuvaine  de 
Colette,  Schulz ;  Tulipe  Noire,  Dumas. 

Third  Year — Grammar  ;  Conversation  ;  Composition  ;  writing 
from  dictation;  memorizing;  Prose  Composition,  Fran- 
qois ;  Confessions  d'un  Ouvrier,  Souvestre;  Douze  Contes 
Nouveaux;  Maupassant,  Huit  contes  choisis;  Malot,  Sans 
Famille.

History:  American;  English;  French;  Ancient;  Greek;  Roman;  Me- 
dieval. 
Bible  History:     One  lesson  daily  required.     Equivalent  to  two  hours. 

English:  First  Year  Preparatory  —  Rhetoric,  selected  readings  from 
American  authors. 

Second  Year  Preparatory  —  Narration  and  description;  se- 
lected readings. 

Third  Year  —  Exposition  with  narration  and  description ; 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  book  review,  historical  and 
biographical  essay,  nature  sketches,  themes ;  College  pre- 
paratory readings. 

Fourth  Year  —  Argumentation  and  persuasion,  with  narra- 
tion, description  and  exposition  ;  themes  ;  College  prepar- 
atory readings. 


The  Courses  offered  furnish  a  liberal  education  through  superior 
instruction,  modern  methods,  and  the  conditions  of  environment  de- 
signed to  secure  the  best  results  without  a  tax  upon  the  nervous  energy 
of  the  student.     The  corps  of  teachers  is  selected  to  attain  this  end. 
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LECTURES. 

A  series  of  lectures  and  concerts  will  be  arranged  for  the  school 
year. 

A  fee  of  five  dollars  is  charged  each  student.  The  income  from 
the  fee  does  not  represent  the  expense  incurred,  as  the  best  talent  is 
secured. 

A  private  trolley  is  used  when  the  student  body  attend  concerts, 
etc.,  in  Cincinnati. 

RECITATIONS. 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  regularly  every  recitation  and 
school  exercise.  In  case  of  any  absence  an  excuse  must  be  presented 
at  the  next  recitation.  Unexcused  absences  give  zero  grades.  Excuses 
from  parents  and  guardians  will  not  suffice  unless  countersigned  by  the 
President  or  Lady  Principal.  It  is  not  possible  for  students  who  are 
absent  from  class  work  to  maintain  the  standard  of  thoroughness  and 
excellence. 

REVIEWS  AND  EXAMINATIONS. 

Students  will  be  required  to  review  carefully  each  study,  and  be 
examined  upon  it  before  they  pass  to  another.  Students  who  fail  to 
reach  a  grade  of  75  per  cent,  will  be  required  to  re-enter  the  class,  or 
to  remove  the  condition  by  added  study,  and  an  examination  conducted 
by  the  instructor.  An  examination  under  the  direction  of  the  Lady 
Principal  will  be  required  on  all  subjects  "made  up"  during  vacations. 
The  Annual  Commencement  occurs  at  the  close  of  the  second  term. 
The  regular  Examinations  occur  at  the  close  of  each  semester.  As  the 
reviews  and  examinations  are  exceedingly  important,  no  ordinary  ex- 
cuse will  be  deemed  as  sufficient  reason  for  absence  therefrom.  A  fee 
of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  will  be  charged  for  examinations  given  at  other 
than  the  regular  time. 
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SPECIAL  COURSES 


Special  Courses  are  given  in  Art,  Expression,  Household  Eco- 
nomics, Piano,  Violin,  and  Voice  in  connection  with  a  certain  number 
of  periods  elected  from  the  Regular  Courses  as  given  on  pages  12,  16. 
Each  of  these  subjects  is  not  included  in  the  Regular  Course  as  Tuition, 
and  requires  a  special  fee  as  given  under  the  departments  and  under 
"Charges,"  pages  24-26. 

Certificates  are  given  for  the  completion  of  stated  courses  in  any 
of  the  subjects  to  applicants  who  are  graduates  of  the  first-class  High 
Schools,  or  who  have  had  equivalent  courses,  who  study  in  this  College 
two  years,  taking  ten  periods  each  year  of  subjects  elected  from  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years,  in  addition  to  the  required  specialized  subjects. 

All  certificates  are  given  at  the  Recital  the  evening  preceding  Com- 
mencement. 


COURSES  IN  MUSIC 

Glendale  College  has  always  maintained  a  high  standard  in  its 
Department  of  Music,  as  a  correct  taste  for  music  is  a  large  factor 
in  a  liberal  education.  The  supervision  of  practice  establishes  better 
habits  than  when  the  pupil  studies  at  home.  Frequent  recitals  tend  to 
self-possession  and  correct  execution. 

The  music  hall  is  amply  supplied  with  good  practice  pianos.  A 
Steinway  Grand  is  used  for  all  recitals. 

Instruction  is  given  by  the  resident  teachers  in  piano,  voice  culture, 
choral  singing,  sight  reading  and  harmony.  Teachers  for  the  stringed 
instruments  are  secured  whenever  the  pupils  desire. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  leads  not  only  to  careful,  cor- 
rect technique  and  intelligent  interpretation,  but  also  to  a  love  of  the 
best  compositions. 

Hearing  music  is  a  large  part  of  a  musical  education,  hence  a 
liberal  allowance  should  be  granted  for  concerts  given  in  Cincinnati. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  permit  young  women  to  specialize  in  art  or  music 
before  there  is  a  general  education  sufficient  to  give  correct  judgment 
and  a  healthy  critical  appreciation  of  the  excellent  in  every  field  of 
achievement. 
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Students  may  enter  any  grade  for  which  they  are  fitted,  and  the 
work  will  be  suited  to  the  individual  need. 

Diplomas  of  graduation  in  music  are  not  given. 

Certificates  are  given  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  courses 
outlined.  It  is  an  outline  to  indicate  the  grade  of  requirements.  Equiv- 
alents may  be  substituted  at  instructor's  discretion  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  pupil.  Certain  credits  are  given  to  music  as  an  elective  in  the 
general  course. 

The  Theory  of  Music  receives  close  attention,  yet  the  ability  to 
execute  is  most  strongly  emphasized.

Grade  II:  Technical  Exercises.  Study  of  scales,  chords,  and  arpeg- 
gios. Cramer's  Studies ;  Czerny,  Op.  740 ;  Heller,  Op.  45 ;  Bach's 
Two  Part  Inventions ;  Turner's  Octaves,  Book  II ;  Sonatas  of 
Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Mendelssohn's  Songs  Without  Words. 
Easier  pieces  of  Schumann,  Chopin,  Schubert,  MacDowell,  Mosz- 
kowski,  etc.  A  certain  number  memorized  and  played  at  school 
recitals. 

Grade  III:  Technical  Exercises.  Proficiency  in  scale,  arpeggio,  and 
octave  playing.  Bach's  English  Suite,  Preludes  and  Fugues ;  Beet- 
.  hoven's  Sonatas.  Pieces  selected  from  the  classical  and  modern 
composers.  A  certain  number  memorized.  A  programme  played 
before  the  school  by  applicant  for  a  Certificate  in  Music. 

The  History  of  Music,  one  period,  one  year. 

Harmony,  one  year. 

Ensemble  playing  (two  pianos),  two  years. 
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Requirements  for  Certificate. 

A  candidate  for  a  certificate  must  have  finished  a  course  in  literary 
work  equal  to  that  of  a  first-class  High  School  and  have  studied 
through  Grade  I  of  the  above  course  or  equivalent. 

She  must  study  music  at  least  two  years  in  this  College  and  com- 
plete the  work  of  the  above  courses,  and  pursue  subjects  in  the  regular 
courses  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  to  the  extent  of  ten  periods 
each  year. 

Students  may  receive  the  Certificate  of  Music  and  the  Diploma  of 
the  College  by  adding  the  required  number  of  years  of  study. 


Voice. 

Some  knowledge  of  piano  is  required  before  entering  upon  this 
course. 

Grade  I:  Correct  placing  of  the  tone.  Correct  breathing,  Ear  train- 
ing, Solfeggi  and  Vocalises  by  F.  Lamperti,  G.  B.  Lamperti,  Mar- 
chesi,  etc.     Easy  songs. 

Grade  II:  Further  development  of  tone.  Interpretation;  Studies  in 
Bravura  by  F.  Lamperti ;  More  difficult  English  songs ;  Easy  Italian, 
French  and  German  songs ;  Appearance  in  school  recitals. 

Grade  III:  Individuality  of  student  developed.  Schumann;  Schubert; 
Brahms;  More  difficult  Italian  and  French  songs;  the  easier  Arias 
from  the  oratorios  and  operas ;  Appearance  in  public  recital. 


Requirements  for  Certificate. 

The  requirements  for  a  Certificate  in  Voice  Culture  are  the  same 
as  for  the  Piano  except  Ensemble  Playing,  for  which  the  Choral  and 
Glee  Club  work  will  be  substituted. 

One  hour  piano  instruction,  twice  each  week,  will  be  required 
throughout  the  two  years. 


Every  student  is  a  member  of  the  choral  class,  the  work  of  which 
includes  sight  reading,  ear  training,  and  two-part  chorus  singing.  This 
course  is  valuable  to  every  student  of  music. 

The  Glee  Club  is  composed  of  the  more  advanced  students  of  voice. 
Cantatas,  two,  three  and  four-part  songs  are  studied  and  given  at  the 
school  recitals. 
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COURSES  IN  HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMICS 

The  necessary  appliances  to  conduct  effectively  cooking  classes,  the 
chemistry  of  foods,  and  the  various  courses  offered  have  been  supplied. 
The  plan  is  to  make  the  courses  practical  and  helpful  in  household 
efficiency  and  economy  and  to  meet  the  requirements  for  public  school 
teaching. 

These  courses  incur  extra  fees,  and  are  not  included  in  the  tuition 
mentioned  under  Expenses.     Students  pay  for  materials  used. 

First  Year. 

Course  I.     Cooking.     Four  periods  per  week,  one  year.     $30. 

This  course  gives  instruction  in  the  principles  and  processes  of 
cooking,  with  practice  in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

Course  II.     Sewing.     Two  periods,  one  year.     $20. 

Plain  hand  and  machine  sewing,  mending,  and  the  cutting  out 
and  making  of  simple  garments.  The  students  supply  their 
materials. 

Course  III.  Household  Management  (a).  Two  periods,  first  se- 
mester. $20. 
The  principles  of  house  work  and  house  care  are  presented, 
with  practical  applications  of  method. 
Household  Management  (b).  Two  periods,  second  semester.  $20. 
Consideration  of  expenditures  involved  in  housekeeping :  rent, 
fuel,  light,  water,  furniture  and  utensils  will  be  considered. 

Second  Year. 

Course  I.     Cooking  II.     Two  periods,  one  year.     $20. 

Advanced  cooking.  Invalid  cooking.  Planning  of  meals  and 
marketing. 

Course  II.  Sewing  II.  Normal  Course.  Two  periods,  one  year.  $30. 
Provides  instruction  in  elementary  hand  work,  including  bas- 
ketry, and  considers  courses  for  teaching  sewing. 

Course  III.    Chemistry  of  Foods  and  Physiology  of  Nutrition  (a). 
Two  periods,  first  semester.     $10. 
Composition   and  combination   of  foods,   their  nutritive  value 
and  digestion.     (Open  only  to  students  who  have  had  one  year 
general  chemistry  and  physiology.) 
Bacteriology  (b).     Two  periods,  second  semester.     $10. 
Bacteria,  yeast  and  mould  in  the  home. 
Course  IV.    Sanitary  Science.     One  period,  first  semester.    $10. 
Discussion  of  plumbing,  ventilation  and  unsanitary  conditions. 
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Certificates  will  be  granted  on  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the 
above  courses  for  two  years,  with  ten  periods  for  two  years  of  the 
General  Courses,  outlined  on  pages  12,  16. 


COURSE  IN  ART 

The  studio  is  well  equipped  with  models  and  casts,  to  which  large 
additions  are  annually  made. 

The  principles  of  form,  color,  light  and  shade  are  thoroughly  con- 
sidered, the  student  working  from  casts,  life  and  natural  objects. 

Instruction  is  given  in  oil,  water  color  and  china  painting  to  those 
sufficiently  advanced  in  drawing,  also  in  design  and  composition. 

Modeling  in  clay  is  a  part  of  the  studio  work. 

One  day  each  week  throughout  the  spring  is  assigned  to  outdoor 
sketching. 

A  general  free-hand  drawing  class  meets  once  each  week.  This 
class  is  elective  to  all  except  first  and  second  year  preparatory  pupils. 

In  the  third  year  the  drawing  will  consist  of  geometrical  figures  in 
the  flat  surfaces,  and  from  the  solid  obj  ects ;  also  from  the  apparatus 
used  in  physics  and  chemistry,  and  natural  objects. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  drawing  will  be  from  casts  and  composition 
subjects  in  color. 

Courses  necessary  for  the  certificate  are  outlined  for  each  applicant. 


COURSE  IN  EXPRESSION 

Lessons  in  expression  are  helpful  toward  clear  enunciation,  good 
reading  and  ease  of  manner,  and  may  be  elected  as  part  of  the  number 
of  periods  necessary  for  a  diploma.  Private  lessons  are  subject  to  a 
special  fee. 

Class  lessons,  to  aid  in  producing  a  pleasant  speaking  voice,  are 
required  one  year. 

Certificates  are  given  after  two  years'  study,  if  the  required  pro- 
ficiency has  been  attained.  Special  physical  training  is  essential  for  the 
certificate. 


COURSE  IN  PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

Unless  excused  by  a  physician's  certificate,  all  students,  except 
seniors,  are  expected  to  spend  two  hours  under  the  direction  of  the 
teacher  from  October  until  the  weather  permits  systematic  outdoor 
sports.  .

Pupils  will  not  enter  classes  until  bills  are  paid,  unless  by  special 
arrangement. 

No  diploma  or  certificate  will  be  awarded  until  all  bills  are  paid. 

The  bill  for  Boarding,  Tuition,  etc.,  $300  payable  strictly  in  ad- 
vance, $100  February  1st.  Interest  will  be  added  on  bills  unpaid  at 
these  dates.  Payments  should  be  made  by  Cincinnati  or  New  York 
drafts. 

The  limit  in  the  number  of  the  students  in  the  college  residence 
increases  the  expense  of  each  student  to  the  college  far  beyond  the  cost 
pro  rata  to  colleges  of  twice  or  many  times  the  number.  The  gain  is, 
however,  incalculably  greater  in  the  direct  relations  of  the  teachers  and 
students  and  the  benefits  thereof.  The  "smaller  college"  woman  re- 
turns to  her  home  with  a  development  which  time  makes  more  marked 
as  the  activities  of  life  multiply. 

The  management  will  endeavor  to  keep  all  expenses  moderate,  and 
to  correct,  if  possible,  the  wasteful  use  of  spending  money  and  any 
tendency  to  extravagance  in  dress. 

A  deduction  will  be  made  for  the  daughters  of  clergymen,  profes- 
sional teachers,  young  women  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions,  or 
in  other  special  cases  certified  to  by  a  responsible  person.  This  offer  is 
subject'  to  withdrawal  at  the  close  of   any  session  for  unfaithfulness.
